A central rabbit board is supplying 
chicken cholera virus for distribution 
among all the rabbit-infested districts 
of Australia for the purpose of inocu¬ 
lating rabbits trapped on the various 
ranches in the district. After being 
inooulated they are released and so 
spread the disease by contagion. 

Recent reports received from Messrs. 
Cheeseman and Dudgeon, instructors 
in Pounds process of poisoning, show 
that on revisiting the districts where 
the operations were formerly carried 
on, they found rabbits had been dying 
by hundreds of thousands from some 
unknown cause. The disease has sinoe 
been found to be ohicken cholera, 
spread by contagion as above described.

If we are to encourage the 
high sense of duty which has always 
marked our eullsted men there should 
be some reward for duty faithfully and 
bravely performed. It Is well. Indeed, 
to lie generous with the brave officers, 
without whom these gallant deeds 
would be almost impossible, but It Is 
not like Americana to forget the en¬ 
listed men 

It does not pay to be so utterly un¬ 
prepared for war as the United States 
have been for years. This time we are 
up against a very feeble adversary. 
Our unprcpni'cdticaft could not easily 
have been brought home to us In a less 
troublesome way. But we have found 
out that Spain was not frightened by 
the Intent strength of this country. The 
time may come when a more powerful 
nation than Spain will be at war with 
ns. Unless we learn the lesson of the 
present war the first part of the next 
war will be bad for the United Stutes. 

The people of the United States, If 
not the statesmen who were responsi¬ 
ble, have chafed at the difficulties and 
delays caused by the short sighted and 
hfggardly policy of the past thirty 
years, with reference to the army and 
faavy. To use a colloquial expression, 
it has been "like pulling teeth" to get a 
■Ingle war-vessel out of Cougress; and 
the politicians have pretended fear 
that the liberties of the country would 
be In danger if the Army of a nation 
numbering seventy millions should ex¬ 
ceed twenty-five thousand enlisted men. 
Now we are thanking our stars that 
•nr foe la poor, weak Spain—rated as a 
third-class European power. If It had 
been England, or France, or Germany, 
or Russia, or Italy, perhaps we should 
have conquered In the end; but at the 
beginning any one of them would have 
outclassed us hopelessly. Fortunately 
we have not to cry over spilled milk 
tfcla time. Yet unless we learn the les¬ 
son of our narrow escape, the twentieth 
century may find Uncle Sam In more 
tfean one tight place. 


Thomas B, Moore, United States com¬ 
mercial agent at Weimar, sends to the 
Jtafe Department a abort bat signifi¬ 


cant statement showing the rapid 
colonial growth of Germany. Includ¬ 
ing the recent grab In Klao Chou Bay. 
the colonies of that empire aggregate 
In extent 1,615.577 square miles—an 
area five times as large as the German 
empire proper, which contalus only 
335,031 square miles. As a colonizer 
Germany holds the third place among 
the European States, Great Britnln 
j standing first, with 16,663,073 square 
i miles and 323 .inhi.0ii 0 population, and 
j France second, with 2,505,000 square 
miles and 44,290,000 population. The 
countries next In order are Portugal 
1809,014 square miles). Holland (783,- 
0001, Spain (405,458i, Italy 1 242,420), 
and Denmark (86,6141. Only Great Brit¬ 
ain. France, Holland aud Portugal have 
more inhabitants in their colonial pos¬ 
sessions and protectorates than there 
are at home. These figures may short¬ 
ly be subject to revision. Spain will go 
to the foot of the list, and its colonial 
possessions may disappear altogether. 
Germany would like to Increase Its area 
by adding that of the Philippines but 
that Is another story. 

Treason against the United States 
consists, as constitutionally defined, 
“only in levying war against them, or 
in adhering to their enemies, giving 
them Hid and comfort.” The founders 
of the Government were evidently de¬ 
termined to make the definition thus 
explicit that there might be no chance 
for the “powers that be” to put objec¬ 
tionable persons out of the way ou 
trumped tip charges, as had been the 
case lu England. In 1790 a law was 
passed by Congress providing that a 
person charged with treason could only 
be convicted on concession, or ou the 
testimony of two witnesses to the overt 
act In open court. Thus was a further 
safeguard placed around the citizen, 
protecting him from the possibility of 
unjust conviction. This same law of 
Congress made death the penalty for 
guilt, to be in dieted In the usual way. 
In 1862 u law was passed by Congress, 
in which It was provided that the court, 
at Its discretion, could substitute for 
the death penalty itnprisoutueut and 
fine. "Misprision of treason” Is a pun¬ 
ishable offense. This consists lu con¬ 
cealing knowledge of the treason ot 
others. The two most famous trials 
for treason In the United States were 
those of Aaron Burr aud John Brown. 
The trial of Burr lasted a number of 
months, and resulted in Ills acquittal. 
The trial of Brown resulted In his con¬ 
viction and execution. Both trials were 
lu Virginia. Doubtless the strictness 
with which the language of the consti¬ 
tution defining treason would be con¬ 
strued would depend ou circumstances. 
Doubtless, In certain emergencies, a 
wrong exercise of the ordinary right of 
free speech would be held by the courts 
to be “offering aid aud comfort” to the 
enemy, aud doubtless there might be 
times when armed Interference with 
the operations of law, practically 
amounting as a lesser offense than trea 
son. 

The present war has demonstrated; 
beyond dispute that coal will be a con¬ 
trolling factor In all future uuval wars. 
This has been predicted and expected 1 
by naval strategists aud clearly fore¬ 
shadowed In former naval operations | 
but it has never been so clearly demon¬ 
strated as It Is lu ihe present war. It 
Is one of the strange mutations of time 
that the whole science of naval war¬ 
fare should be revolutionized aud the I 
progress of civilization shifted to new 
lines by the application to ocean uavl 
gatlon of the natural product which lias 
already placed the two great English 
speaking countries of the world In the 
fore front of civilization. It looks a 
little as if Providence, lu giving Eng 
land and the United States inexhausti¬ 
ble supplies of coal had Intended to 
make them pre-eminent on the sea as 
well as on land, in war us well as In 
peace. Without coal England would 
have lost the naval supremacy estab¬ 
lished by Nelson and other great cap¬ 
tains and conquerors of the ocean, whu , 
never dreamed of eoal as an element In 
naval warfare. If any person had pre 
dieted to Nelson that the Invincible 
ships In which he achieved his great 
victories would oue day become worth¬ 
less for naval warfare as so many 
wooden tubs, and that the splendid 
seamanship of himself and his assist¬ 
ants would be among the lost arts, 
without any use for Its revival, he 
would doubtless have regarded it as the 
dream of a lunatic. It Is to the Inllutte 
credit of England that she was the first 
to perceive the coming revolution, to 
adapt herself -to the new conditions,! 
aud to reconstruct her navy In such a 
manner that her supremacy, gained lu 
the era of wooden ships ami sails, 
should continue lu the era of armored i 
ships and steam. She has set the pace | 
of naval development In the new era , 
as dlstluctly as she did lu the old, aud 
has wisely recognized, long before It 
was demonstrated, that coal was to be 
king on the ocean as well as on land. 
The ballad of “Old King Cole” should 
be rewritten and the spelling changed 
to suit the modern dynasty and the new I 
king.

T h e Hebrews 
lmtl a beautiful 
and elevated Idea 
of the marriage re¬ 
lation; the Greeks 
had not. Sparta 
cared nothing for the sanctity of mar¬ 
riage, aud It whs considered customary 
and reputable for men to give their 
wives over to their friends. Aristotle 
speaks of meu buying wives from one 
another. Homer refers to tho fact that 
the father was the owner of the daugh¬ 
ter until she was beyond his control, 
and was paid for her In cattle, and this 
was called cattle finding. A Trojan al¬ 
ly, who was slain by Agamemnon, lmd 
given 100 cattle to obtain u wife, and 
then promised 1,000 head of sheep and 
goats besides. If the wife proved un¬ 
faithful the husband could demand 
back the price. 

Affinity aud consanguinity were for¬ 
merly, lu some countries, greater ob¬ 
jections to marriage than now. Pope 
Gregory forbade the marriage of cous¬ 
ins. The Church of England does not 
forbid such marriages. Some of the 
United States do and some do not. The 
famous and dissolute Cleopatra was a 
daughter of a brother and sister, and 
she wedded her younger brother ac¬ 
cording to the custom of the Ptolemies. 
Many authorities claim that marriage 
to cousins is not detrimental where 
there have not been such marriages In 
the family before. 

The marriage ceremony has differed 
In all ages. Among the ancient He¬ 
brew's marriage began with the be¬ 
trothal, but no formality was required. 
By his teaching, Christ elevated aud en¬ 
nobled the relation more than it had 
ever been In the world's history since 
man fell.

WON LAURELS AT MANILA. 

hat Fat* Forbad* that Captain OrldlOF 
Should Com* Homo. 

Oapt. Charles Vernon Grldley, who 
died In the Asiatic seas, presumably 
as a result of Injuries received In the 
buttle of Manila, was one of the heroes 
of the glorious battle fought on May 1. 
It was his ship, the Olympia, that led 
the line of battle and fired the first 
shots. The captain himself stood In 
the conning tower throughout the bat¬ 
tle aud Spanish missiles flew about 
him. It Is surmised In Washington 
that he received some Injury there 
which led to his death. He was In 
healthy condition before the fight aud 
for several weeks afterward. 

Capt. Grldley was born In Logans- 
port, Ind.. lu 1845. The family moved 
to HllUdule. Mich., from which State 
lu 1800, at the age of a little over 17 
years, he was appointed to the naval 
academy. When still a cade* at the 
academy he was appointed by the Pres¬ 
ident as acting ensign, and served with 
signal distinction ou board the United 
States ship Oneida at the famous bat¬ 
tle of Mobile Bay In 1864. In 1872 Grld¬ 
ley was ordered to the United States 
steamer Michigan at Erie, Pa., and re¬ 
mained there until 1874, when he was 
ordered to the Monongahela, on the 
South Atlantic squadron. He has served 
at all the American foreign naval sta¬ 
tions except the North Atlantic. He 
was ordered to duty as Instructor In 
seamanship at the Naval Academy In 
1877, where he remained three years, 
aud was then ordered to the Trenton, 
the flagship of the European squadron, 
as executive officer, and served In that 


was In the employ of that MBpwf 
when he originated the Idea of the 
Equitable.

In Jifly of last year he was ordered to 
the Olympia, the flagship of the Asiatic 
squadron. Erie is his home residence. 
His family consists of his widow, two 
daughters, Miss Katherine V. aud Miss 
Ruth W., and one son, John P. V. Grid-

A rather shaded location should 
always be selected.—Woman’s Home 
Companion.

PLAGUE OF LEGISLATORS. 

Why Some of the States Oace Bad Two 
Capitals. 

Baton Rouge freely translated means 
red stick. That is the limit of niy un¬ 
derstanding of the affair, however. It 
is a quaint old town, consisting chiefly j 
of river. When I studied geography 
several decades ago, 1 knew that Louisi-1 
ana had two capitals, one at New Or¬ 
leans and the other at Baton Rouge. 
They have got tired of entertaining j 
legislators at New Orleans of late years j 
and have unloaded the whole job npon 1 
the smaller and more nearly defenseless 
city. 

Looking back to those old days, I re ■ j 
call that Louisiana was one of the very ! 
few states which required two vents for I 
their legislatures. Connecticut was one, 
with Hartford and New Haven as cap¬ 
itals, and Rhode Island, the smallest of 
states, was another, with Providence j 
and Newport. Of late years there has 
been a sort of centralization of capitals. 1 
The fashion of having one at every en 
terprising city in a state has fallen into 
disuse. Yon might tramp all over any I 
of the states nowadays and not run the 
risk of blundering into a legislature in 
full blast where it might have been 
least expected. I asked the Poeatellc 
man what he thought was the reason 
for the wealth of capitals in earlier i 
times. 

“In those days,” he said, "the states 
were young and tender and had not 
fully developed their muscle and their 
power of resisting great assaults. It 
was therefore to distribute the evil of 
a legislature sitting over a great deal of 
country so ns not to give any particular 
city tho worst of it. As time went on 
and a town showed especial hardihood 
and ability to stand great calamity the 
legislature was switched upon it as a 
perpetual and permanent institution. I 
New Orleans and Newport and other I 
towns which in other days were capital? 
had the good luck to draw two aces and 
to win out, sending the legislature in 
the one instance to Baton Ronge and in j 
the other to Providence^ It takes a gamt 
town to stand a persistent plague of, 
legislature.”—Chicago Record.

Like the alba¬ 
tross, they have no distinct circle of 
distribution. They wander over all 
the seas, aud cover such enormous dis- ] 
lances iu a day's flight that no distinct I 
limits can be assigned to their hahltn- j 
tlons. They are at home, arid brave 
the storm In every latitude and In every i 
sea. 

A shark's egg is one of the oddest 
looking things imaginable, and has no \ 
more resemblance to an egg, strictly j 
speaking, than it has to a paving stone, i 
In one variety It Is pillow shaped, and 
has a long "horn” or “feeler” at each 
corner. The average size Is about two i 
Inches by two and three-quarters, anil j 
the color almost pure black. It Is un¬ 
provided with shell, ns we understand 
that word, but the contents are protect- j 
ed by a thick leathery covering, which !

The feelers mentioned catch hold i 
of and wind themselves round pieces j 
of seaweed and other floating objects 
ijust as a grape-vine tendril would do), I 
arid hang there until the egg Is hatch¬ 
ed, providing It does not get destroyed, j 
One variety of shark lays eighteen eggs ' 
during the month of April. These float j 
a I mu t until early In December, when i 
the little sharks emerge, the period of 
Incubation having been about nine 
months. 

Under Healed Orders. 

The custom of having warships sail ' 
“under sealed orders” has arisen from 1 
the desire of maritime powers to pro- j 
vent tliolr plans from becoming known 
to the enemy. 

Iu the American navy such orders 
conic from the President, and are de- I 
Uvered to the commander of a ship or 
squadron by a confidential messenger, I 
who knows nothing of their contents. 

Sometimes they are In cipher, tint ! 
they are always sealed with the official 
seal of the Navy Department, nnd the 
package cannot tie opened until the 
time marked on It, which Is usually 
several hours after the hour of leaving 
port. 

By this precaution the newspapers 
are prevented from disclosing, prema¬ 
turely, movements which may lie of j 
the greatest importance, aud the spies 
■of the enemy are rendered useless so 
far as their ability to discover the se¬ 
cret of such movements Is concerned. 

Sailing under sealed orders is now 
the common naval practice In time of 
war.

An eminent naturalist says that every 
thread of what we call the splder'a , 
web is made up of about 5,000 separate j 
fillers. If a pound of this thread were ! 
required It would occupy uearly 28,000 i 
spiders a full year to furnish It. The I 
iiulhoi of this statement does not In 1 
form us how long the thread would be. 
but It Is safe to say that It would reach j 
several times arouud the world.

WHAT THE LAW DECIDES. 

The right of a city to forfeit the fran¬ 
chise of a street-railway company for 
breach of the condition on which it was 
granted Is sustained, in Tower vs. 
Tower & S. St. Bail load Company 
(Minn.) 38. L. R. A. 541, where the 
company had become insolvent and 
failed to operate the road for more 
than one year. 

The rule that a pedestrian should 
stop, look and listen before attempting 
to cross a railroad track wns applied, 
in Hoelzel vs. Crescent City Railroad 
Company (La.) 38, L. R. A. 708, to a 
person crossing an electric street rail¬ 
way. 

The right of a street railway com¬ 
pany to use the trolley system without 
the sanction of the Mayor and City 
Council is sustained in Hooper vs. Bal¬ 
timore City Passenger Railroad Com¬ 
pany (Md.) 38, L. It. A. 500, where Its 
(•barter authorized the use of any mo¬ 
tive power which those authorities 
might sanction or which should be 
authorized to be made use of iu the 
city by another corporation, while the 
Legislature has subsequently given 
other companies the right to use Hie 
trolley system iu that city. 

Where testimony as to Insanity had 
been given both by export and nonex¬ 
pert witnesses, It Is bold, in Ryder vs. 
State (Ga.) 38, L. It. A. 721, that It is 
error to charge the Jury that the testi¬ 
mony of file experts xvas entitled to 
great weight, and also that of parties 
who associated with the person In 
question and lived in the same com¬ 
munity. but It is said to be better to 
leave all these matters to be weighed 
by the jury nnd let them determine the 
probative value of the testimony of j 
each witness. With this ease is an ex¬ 
tensive note concerning nonexpert 
opinions as to sanity or insanity. 

My Neighbor as Myself. 

Success tells this story of Henry 
Ward Beecher. Addressing his congre¬ 
gation at one time Mr. Beecher told of 
a man who had always been lucky and 
who bought a farm iu Pennsylvania on 
which he discovered very large oil de¬ 
posits. Another man, who hud worked 
very hard all Ills life to save five or six 
thousand dollars, thought he would 
buy the adjoining farm and make his 
fortune in oil also. He purchased It 
and began to bore, but seemed to strike 
obstacles innumerable until his money 
was all exhausted. Saturday uiglit 
was coming and his men wore clamor¬ 
ing for money, hut he had noue to give 
them. They had struck solid rock In 
their borings, and there was no possl j 
blllty of the poor mau getting capital 
enough to proceed until lie should 
strike oil. So in this unfortunate cx- 
tremlty*lie went to his lucky neighbor ! 
and told him his pltable condition, beg¬ 
ging him to buy the farm. 

“It Is all I have,” said he. "and It has 
taken me a lifetime to get the few 
thousand dollars which I have spent:

Fertilizing for strawberries. 

Nitrate of soda Is a valuable fertilizer 
for strawberries aud raspberries, and 
should be applied with powdered phos¬ 
phate of lime. This application to 
strawberries will sometimes treble the 
yield. The berries are larger In size, 
handsomer in color, more solid and 
liner in flavor. Ordinary manure will 
not produce such results, as it Is not 
converted Into plant food until after 
the demand of the fruit. Nitrate of 
soda and powdered phosphate of lime 
are assimilated by the plant at once, 
and appropriated at a cost of less than 
$10 per acre, using 400 pounds of the 
mixture which contains the three In¬ 
gredients considered necessary to use 
for feeding plants; nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and an alkali.—Meehan’s Monthly.

Ills 
great-grandfather, Col. John Williams, 
fought with Andrew Jackson against 
the British at New Orleans In 1815, and 
against the Spanish at Pensacola, and 
was rewarded for distinguished service 
by his election to the United Slates Sen¬ 
ate from Tennessee. Hts great-great¬ 
grandfather, MaJ. Joseph Williams, 
served in the revolutionary war, and at 
King’s mountain aud Cowpeus fought 
bravely. These two latter were from 
Ills mother’s side. His father was a 
gallant Confederate soldier, and was 
several times wounded and finally 
taken prisoner. 

Hobson, when at home for brief pe¬ 
riods, was fond of society, and was a 
graceful dancer. He whs very popular 
with the girls. He is strikingly hand¬ 
some and Is the embodiment of grace 
Hud chivalry. It Is told of him that he! 
never had but one romance and It ter¬ 
minated disastrously to him. It Is said 
that some years ago he fell desperately 
III love with an Aluhama woman. At 
that time he was an Instructor at tho 
Naval Academy. In order that sho 
might be near him It Is related that he 
was Instrumental la securing her n po¬ 
sition ns teacher in a school at Annapo¬ 
lis. But not n great while ufter reach¬ 
ing Maryland the young lady lu ques¬ 
tion, who doubtless aspired to a higher 
position In life than that of wife to a 
then obscure naval officer, married an¬ 
other fellow. 

Lieut. Hobson’s devotion to duty has 
ever been one of his strongest traits. 
When attending the Southern Univer¬ 
sity he never missed a meeting of 
his literary club, even though to attend 
meant to give tip social pleasures. At
